A large barn belonging to CBa.s. 
Deitric, about four miles south of 
NicholasviUe, was destroyed by fire 
Monday night. The barn contai.ied 
100 bushels of hemp seed, a quanli- 
iy of hay, feed, implements, harness 
and an automobile. The loss, is es- 
timated at $10,000, partly eovered 
by insurance. 

Fire thought to be of Incendiary 
origin destroyed a tobacco bam on 
the farm of Fox Caldwell, two imiies 
from Danville Wednesday niglU. The 
barn A^^as built at a cost of $4,000 
last summer. Insuiance of $2,000 
was held. Twenty thousand pounds 
of tobacco, the property of B. P. 
Wooldiidge and Devine brothers, 
stored in the barn was destroyed. 
Devine broihers catrled no insur- 
ance and only a small amount wa& 
canied by Mr. Wooldrldge. 

A tobacco barn, containing about 
2.000 pounds of stripped leaf, lo- 
cated on the Nev Liberty road 
about two miles from ^Lexington, 
belonging to Ed. White, of 912 
Mary st'eet, was totally destroyed 
by fire Wednesday nipht. The barn 
valued at $1,400, was priciiually 
new and had insurance of $1,000. 
There was $275 Insurance on the 
tobacco. ,^ 

Jo.seph Arrington. a tobacco farm- 
er, living near GttUopolis. reported 
that his tobacco barn, containing 
10,000 pounds of barley leaf tobac 
CO. had been burned by an incendi- 
ary. 

Authorities believe the fire was 
started by persons opposed to the 
sale of the 1920 crop because of 
prevailing low prices. 

Arrington was holding his to- 
bacco for higher prices. He nevt: 
has been threatened by night riders^, 
he tald.

Among the chf^r;:<vs filed acrninst 
lerhune's administration was one 
that eflteiala were drawing illegal sal- 
aries. J, Hurkin Mailo, native chief 
of police, and Judge A. N. Noble were 
e<i>eciai targets of Boucher, Greene 
and Kail. 

After Ck>mmander Terhune ahot him- 
self Kail became acting governor, and 
he jailed Mallo on charges that the 
chief of police had urged the natives 
to oppose the activities of (Jreene and 
Kail. Previously Boucher had alleged 
that irregularities of the Terhune ad- 
minlsttatlen included paying Mallo as 
"beetle in.spector" as well as head of 
the police force, but that no beetles 
were inspected. 

Judge Noble, who, besides being dis- 
trict Judge, was seoiulniy to the com- 
mandant, registrar of titles, secretary 
of native affairs, judge of the probate 
court, superintendent of education, as- 
sociate member of the high court and 
vice pnaldent of the Amerlciui Bank 
of SaMoa, waa chaxged by Boucher 
and Greene with being IniftrunMntal 
in alleged misus*^ of funds and au- 
thority. Kail closed Noble's court

WILL XAISE POTATOES 
STEAP OF TOBACCO 



IN. 



There is one garden plot in the 
Southeast part of Lexington that 
this spring will rai.^e potatoes rather 
th.an tobacco. The desire jf ihe 
(;vi'ners is not so much to make a 
large profit, but to make at least 
some profit. 

During 1920 a tobacco <iup ua; 
tried as an t:.periment ancT a man 
was hired to rais.^ it on the llfty- 
flfty basis. The weed was carefully 
attended and the crop, consisting 
of forty pounds and representing a 
lot of woik, was taken to the mar- 
ket.

expeditions are now in progress or 

In contemplation after fOnr years of 

Inactivity in this line of scientific re- 
search due to the great war. Most 
of tbeae enterprises have been under- 
talwn or projected since thp armistice, 
and they recall the fact tliat Brother 
earth still has important biological, 
zoologicul. geological, ethnological and 
metroroloKi( nl problems to be solved. 

One of the most important of these 
e n terp ria s a Is tm British AnUrctic 
expedition, headed by Commander 
John Lachlan Cope, F. R. G. S.. for- 
merly of the British navy. It Is fi- 
nanced for $7r>0,000, includes five 
sli^ps, 125 men, .sevtfal airplanes and 
extensive wireless apparatus. The 
undertaking Is to require Ihre years 
and its objects are the circumnavi- 
gation of the Antarctic sea, a dash 
to the south pole, the locating of new 
whalinc grounds and the discovery 
of supposedly rich geld. sUm, coal 
and ruby fields. 

Capt. Roald Amundsen, who dlscoT* 
ered the south pole In 1911, left Nome, 
Alasluu l^t August in an attempt to 
reach the north pole. His ship, the 
Maud, liad already spent nineteen 
montlis in the Arctic, nordi of Asia 
and Europe, and had successfully made 
the northeast passage. He expected 
the Maud to be loclied in tho ice pack 
and to drift toward the pole when 
tlie Arctic winter ended. ~ In negoti- 
ating his way to Nome he was fre- 
quently compelled to blast a path 
through the i(e. 

Captain Amundsen was last heard 
of off East cape, about 170 miles north- 
west of Nome in tlie Bering strait. 
The explorer, on account of Wfh wages 
;uul scarcity of men, was handicapped 
by lack of help, his only companions 
being three saiiaKO and an Bfldaw 
cook. 

Other Frsspects on f^ost. 

The other interesting expeditions 
projected or now under way are as 
foUows: 

Siberia— Capt. Axel Landmark and 
Capt. John Vatney, in a BO-foot power 

boat are on a 4,000-mne voyage tO 
Kolyma river, using a primitive chart 
made in 1878 by Nordenskjold, a Swed- 
ish explorer on, his voyage from Nor- 
way to Japan ^ tilk Arctic ocean. ' 

Greenland— Knud Rasmussen, Dan- 
ish explorer, who returned from the 
east coast late in 1919, after studying 
EskUno tribes, is preparing for an- 
other expedition of five years' dura- 
tion. Lange Koch, another Dane, to 
planning a scientific survey of North 
(Jreenland. his main purpose being to 
establish Danish sovereignty in that 
territory. 

Africa— Four espeditions are in prog- 
ress, namely, the Mackle ethnological 

exjifdiiioa to (\>ntral Africa for the 
purpose of stu'lyiug the Bahima, one 
of the cVief past<»ral trilu'S of An- 
kole, a district west of Uganda; the 
British natural history of museum ex- 
peditions to the west coast and the 
Jeb-Marla mountains; the duke of 
Abruzzi's offort to find the sources of 
the Webi Shebeli river, which flows 
from Abyssinia through Italian Somali- 
land Into the Indian ocean, and the 
entomological tour of tiie Belgian por- 
tion of Tanganyika and the eastern 
( u iro, by T. A. Bams, who explored 
the Ifuri and Semliki foresfts, finding 
a strange race of pigmy savages, as 
well as gathering a wonderful coUec- 
tien of moths and butterflies. 

Baffin Land— Donald P. MacMlllan, 
who was with Admiral Peary plans to 
start next year to explore one of the 
richest fields in the far north. He 
expects to establish a camp 700 miles 
south of Btah hi Northwest Greenland, 
where his Crocker Land expedition 
passed four winters. He will attempt 
to circumnavigate Baffin Land and 
penetrate 1,500 miles of its western 
ceaat. 

Nova Zembla— Dr. Olaf Holtedahl of 
Christiania university is organising a 
northwestern natural science and ge- 
ological expedition to this country and 
piano te start next summer. 

Mexico — Prof. Bmelio Oddo ne, a 
famous Neapolitan seismelegist, repio- 
senting the Italian government, Is now 
studying the earthquake situation in 
Mexico by means of his "Inervlam- 
oltr,** an invention by which be is able 

Will Explore Amazon. 
The Amaitn — ^Biploration of this 
great rtter to be undertalEen hy a large 
party of American scientists, headed 
by Dr. Henry H. Rushy of Columbia 
university. The party expects to leave 
early in January and to traverse more 
'than VMMI miles off almost virgin land 
in the upper reaches of the river basin.

Labor Is Said to Have Adopted Tao- 
ties to Gain Ends in Various 
Parts of Country. 

Calcutta.— Indian labor for the last 
two months has been ad<^ting sabot- 
age tactics to gain its ends in vari- 
ous parts of the country. 

A notable example is one In Madras, 
where the provincial government has 
Just issued a communique in refsr- 
ence to the railway disaster last 
month, where 14 people were killed 
and 21 injured. The disaster, in the 
opinion of th^ govemmmt, is the sev- 
enth out of eight eaasB of sabotage, 
commlttsd batwosu Aagitt 34 aad Oc- 
tober 21. 

The strike of stevedores in this city 
has held up in port 111 ocean-going 
steamers, instead of the normal 50 
usually here. The accumulation of 
cargoes amounts to thousands of tons, 
and the glut is accentuated by the im- 
porters' financial difficulties, due to 
fall in tlie exelMnga.
